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YOUR  GOVERNMENT 

What  it  cost  you  and  what  you  got  for  your  money 


The  money  raised  and  appropriated  by  your  vote  at  the  1954 
March  Meeting  gave  your  town  officials  funds  in  the  amount 
of  $66,865.93  with  which  to  see  vou  through  the  fiscal  year  of 
1954. 

Of  the  amount  called  for  in  the  budget  voted.  $57,982.26  was 
assessed  against  property;  the  balance  of  the  funds  were  to  be 
derived  from  fees,  permits,  departmental  income  and  similar 
sources. 

There  is  nothing  mysterious  about  the  rate.  It  is  merely  a 
problem  in  long  division.  Stated  very  briefly,  it  equals  the  amount 
of  appropriations  voted  by  you  at  the  March  Meeting  {less 
estimated  income)  divided  by  the  town's  valuation.

The  town  lost  by  a  drop  in  the  Interest  and  Dividend  Tax 
from  $3,651.41  in  1953  to  $2,440.79  in  1954. 

The  County  tax  increased  from  $4,222.42  in  1953  to  $5,307.57 
in  1954. 


The  money  raised  increased  from  $40,  186.31  in  1953  to 
$42,171.87  in  1954. 

The  money  raised  for  schools  decreased  from  $26,103.39  in 
1953-54  to  $24,536.49  in  1954-55. 

The  major  problem  of  all  small  towns  today  is  Roads  and 
Bridges. 

In  1916  the  town  voted  to  build  one  permanent  bridge  each 
year.  Two  had  been  built  when  World  War  1  stopped  this  program. 

The  Wheeler  Bridge  on  the  Breezy  Hill  Road  was  built  in  1937 
by  Forrest  D.  Craigie,  Road  Agent  at  a  cost  of  $1,000.00. 

The  W.P.A.  and  Forrest  D.  Craigie  Road  Agent,  built  the 
Charles  Morse  Bridge  after  the  1936  flood  at  a  cost  to  the  town 
of  $190.85. 

After  the  hurricane  and  flood  in  September,  1938,  the  Willis 
Eaton  Cider  Mill  Bridge  was  rebuilt  with  steel  stringers  and 
plank  canopy.  This  bridge  was  built  by  the  W.P.A.  and  paid  for 
by  the  State. 

Forrest  D.  Craigie,  Road  Agent,  built  the  upper  West  Meadow 
Bridge  that  same  year.  The  oak  stringers  put  in  at  that  time 
were  broken  this  last  season  by  an  overloaded  heavy  lumber 
truck,  and  were  replaced  by  steel  stringers.  The  bridge  is  twenty- 
two  feet  wide. 

At  the  1954  March  Meeting  the  town  voted  to  build  three 
permanent  bridges  on  the  R.F.D.  and  School  Bus  route:  the 
Bradford  Center  Bridge,  the  Charles  West  Bridge,  and  the  Moon 
Bridge.  These  cost  $6,500.00. 

The  following  bridges  have  steel  stringers:  the  Willis  Eaton 
Cider  Mill  bridge,  Bradford  Plains,  upper  West  Meadow,  and 
Massasecum  Bridges. 

There  are  six  large  bridges  with  wood  stringers:  the  one  at 
Melvin  Mills,  the  Jewett  Bridge  {on  Jewell  Road)  ,the  Johnson 
Bridge  {on  Johnson  Roac[),  the  Lower  West  Meadow  Bridge,  and 
two  at  Box  Corner. 


There  are  four  small  bridges:  two  on  the  road  from  Union 
Cemetery  to  Blaisdell  Lake  and  two  at  the  foot  of  Joshua  Eaton 
Hill  near  Box  Corner, 

Several  thousand  dollars  damage  was  done  by  heavy,  over- 
loaded lumber  trucks  breaking  down  three  bridges,  and  to  the 
Alder  Plain  Road. 

Several  hundred  dollars  damage  has  been  done  by  beavers  to 
the  East  Washington,   County,  and  Alder  Plain  Roads. 

The  road  at  the  Beaver  Dam  Brook  has  been  widened  and 
straightened,  and  Breezy  Hill  has  been  surface  treated. 

A  short  section  of  Rowe's  Hill,  County  Hill,  Church  Street, 
and  the  Deacon  William  Presbury  Road  should  be  surface  treated. 
In  many  cases,  a  bad  washout  on  Rowe's  or  County  Hill's  would 
cost  more  for  repair  than  the  surface  treatment.  Parking  space 
should  be  provided  for  the  cottagers  on  the  east  side  of  Massasecum 
Lake  beyond  the  end  of  the  existing  road  at  "Endquest".  This 
should  be  a  MUST  for  1955. 

The  T,(own)  R.(oad)  A. (id)  money  (of  which  the  town  raised 
$676.52  and  $4,510.16  was  furnished  by  the  state)  was  laid  out 
on  the  Gulf  Hill  section  of  the  East  Washington  Road.  The  road 
at  the  Durrell  Farm  was  surface  treated;  a  one-half  mile  strip 
linking  these  two  pieces  was  finished  and  surface  treated;  by 
advanced  program.  This  year  the  T.R.A.  money  will  be  laid  out 
on  the  Bradford  Springs,  section  of  the  same  road. 

During  the  past  season  signs  have  been  erected  marking  all 
roads,  river,  cemeteries,  and  places  of  scenic  interest.  For  the  two 
previous  seasons  the  Selectmen  had  promised  to  do  this,  as  re- 
quired by  law.  Much  favorable  comment  has  been  expressed  by 
both  local  residents  and  visitors  to  the  town,  as  well  as  by  several 
newspapers,  including  the  Boston  Globe. 

For  the  past  two  years  there  has  been  a  serious  threat  to  shade 
trees  and  wood  land  by  Gypsy  moths  and  forest  tent  caterpillars. 
,00  was  spent  for  spraying  in  1954, 


Cemeteries.  Income  from  trust  funds,  as  far  as  available,  should 
be  used  to  paint  the  fences  and  gates  at  Pleasant  Hill,  Union, 
Baptist  Church,  and  Presbury  Cemeteries,  There  should  be  another 


lawn  mower  like  the  one  purchased  in  1954. 

Town  Hall.  The  toilets  are  a  disgrace  and  a  costly  project. 
A  thorough  study  should  be  made  of  them  and  of  the  heating 
system. 

The  Fire  Department  has  modern,  up-to-date  equipment. 
The  Bradford  Women's  Club  contributed  $150.00  towards  the 
new  2-way  communication  system  which  was  acquired  last  season. 
Night  and  day  the  department  answers  your  calls  to  put  out  any 
blaze  that  threatens  your  home,  business  or  wood  land. 

Library.  The  Library  Trustees  deserve  credit  for  replacing 
the  old  front  steps  which  had  for  several  years  been  a  serious 
accident  hazard.  There  is  now  a  well-equipped  children's  corner. 
Your  Library  is  at  your  service.  Use  it. 

For  several  years  the  Public  Administration  Service,  University 
of  New  Hampshire,  has  sponsored  annually  the  Municipal  Report 
Contest,  considering  cover  design;  layout  and  typographical 
composition;  table  of  contents;  brevity;  reader  appeal;  arrange- 
ment and  presentation  of  material;  graphs;  local  planning;  and 
summary  of  the  year's  achievements. 

The  Town  of  Bradford  has  won  one  third,  three  seconds,  and 
last  year  we  won  first  place,  competing  in  Class  11  (Towns  of 
500-1,000  population).  The  winning  of  first  place  in  the  State 
Contest  entitled  Bradford  to  compete  in  the  New  England  Muni- 
cipal Reports  Contest,  covering  the  New  England  states,  and  we 
are  happy  to  announce  that  we  have  just  received  notification 
that  our  Bradford  Report  placed  third  in  this  Regional  Contest. 

We  feel  very  fortunate  in  winning  this  award,  as  many  of  the 
towns  throughout  the  New  England  States  are  not  as  limited  in 
the  amount  of  funds  they  are  able  to  spend  on  publishing  these 
reports  as  is  Bradford.  This  has  been  due  in  great  measure  to  the 
interest  and  skill  of  our  printer.  We  hope  to  continue  the  excellence 
of  our  Annual  Town  Reports. 

A  town  prospers  in  direct  proportion  as  its  citizens 
prosper.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  year  1955  will  be  a  pros- 
perous one. 
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1954  PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT 


Your  Planning  Board  held  only  one  public  meeting  during 
1954,  but  met  in  executive  session  on  several  occasions.  The 
public  meeting  was  held  at  the  Town  Hall  on  July  24th,  to  discuss 
problems  which  would  arise  from  the  possible  relocation  of  Route 
114  near  Massasecum  Lake. 

Mr.  Frederick  Auer,  Planning  Engineer  of  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  and  Highways,  spoke  and  answered  quest- 
ions. Sixty-three  persons,  many  summer  residents,  attended. 
Mr.  Auer  indicated  that  no  surveys  or  designs  for  the  new  road 
have  been  made  yet,  but  that  relocating  or  rebuilding  the  high- 
way from  the  Weare  Tappan  Bridge  to  the  Casino  will  probably 
be  scheduled  for  1956.  He  pointed  out  the  advantages  and  dis- 
advantages of  a  relocation  as  opposed  to  rebuilding  the  highway 
in  its  present  location. 

This  matter  is  one  in  which  your  Planning  Board  believes 
all  the  townspeople  should  be  interested,  not  merely  Massasecum 
residents,  since  a  relocation  might  produce  more  taxable  property 
if  new  cottages  were  built  along  the  new  road. 

Letters  were  sent  out  again  to  all  non-resident  property 
owners  -  192  letters  in  all  -  giving  them  a  friendly  resume  of 
important  town  affairs. 

Your  Planning  Board  considered  two  projects  during  the 
year,  but  makes  no  recommendation  on  either  at  this  time  : 

(1)  Other  towns  have  successfully  increased  recreational 
activity  in  the  towns  by  getting  out  a  circular  or  folder 
advertising  the  scenic  features  of  the  towns.  Should 
Bradford  do  so? 
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(2)  Other  Planning  Boards  have  evolved  long-range  road 
improvement  plans,  so  that  a  consistent  road  improve- 
ment policy  could  be  followed.  Should  Bradford  do  so? 

We  have  received  with  appreciation  the  cooperation  of  the 
Selectmen  and  others  on  whom  we  have  had  occasion  to  cal' 
for  assistance  during  the  year.

Many  thanks  for  your  cooperation  in  making  this  past  year 
one  of  the  best  for  our  Fire  Department. 

We  had  only  one  fire  in  which  there  was  any  property  damage 
and  that  only  very  small.  Otherwise,  we  had  a  perfect  record 
on  which  to  celebrate  our  Twenty-fifth  Anniversary. 

You  can  continue  to  help  us  keep  up  the  good  record  by  keeping 
your  attic,  basement,  and  chimneys  clean.  Have  your  wiring 
checked  for  overloads  and  observe  safe  smoking  rules. 

During  the  past  year  the  Department  has  purchased  three 
hundred  feet  of  new  hose,  a  base  radio  set  for  the  firehouse,  and 
two  mobile  radio  sets. 

One-half  the  cost  of  the  base  set  was  paid  for  by  the  State 
Civil  Defense  Agency  and  one  of  the  mobile  sets  was  purchased 
by  the  Bradford  Women's  Club.  The  balance  of  the  expense  of 
the  radios  was  defrayed  by  town  and  Fire  Department  funds. 

This  coming  year  we  plan  to  have  the  firehouse  painted,  and 
partially  insulated  to  lower  our  heating  expense. 

In  regard  to  burning  debris  out  of  doors  - 

Please  remember  that  when  you  do  bum  debris  out  of  doors, 
except  when  the  ground  is  covered  with  snow,  you  must  have  a 
permit  from  your  Forest  Fire  Warden.  This  also  means  burning 
in  any  type  of  incinerator  unless  it  has  been  inspected  and  approved 
by  your  local  Warden  and  a  season  permit  obtained.  The  only 
exception  to  this  rule  is  for  cooking  or  campfires  which  require 
oral  permission  from  the  Warden  or  land-owner. 

New  Hampshire  in  1954  had  one  of  the  best  Forest  Fires 
records  in  the  nation.  In  1955  let's  make  Bradford  tops 
in  New  Hampshire.

Carelessness  is  responsible  for  97  percent  of  all  our  forest  fires. 
This  is  a  serious  indictment  of  our  interest  in  our  own  welfare 
and  that  of  our  neighbors.  In  too  many  instances  this  careless- 
ness results  in  the  destruction,  not  of  the  careless  one's  own 
property,  but  of  someone  not  even  known  to  him. 

Thoughtlessly  thrown  lighted  cigars,  cigarettes  and  matches 
from  moving  vehicles  by  hikers,  hunters  and  fishermen;  the 
careless  burning  of  debris  during  hazardous  periods,  high  winds 
or  in  dangerous  locations;  improperly  extinguished  camp  or  cook 
fires  -  all  add  up  to  the  Carelessness  that  means  serious  loss 
of  property,  disruption  of  industry  and  farm  work  and  unnecessary 
expenditure  of  town  and  state  funds. 

It  points  to  the  need  of  eliminating  Carelessness  so  far  as  it 
concerns  fire  from  our  daily  life.  The  rules  are  simple  -  your 
cooperation  is  earnestly  solicited. 

1 .  Be  careful  with  fire  in  or  near  woodlands. 

2.  Be  sure  that  all  lighted  material  -  cigars,  cigarettes  and 
matches  -  is  completely  out  before  discarding  it.  Use  ash 
trays  in  auios. 

3.  Secure  the  required  written  permission  to  burn  from  your 
local  forest  fire  warden  when  the  ground  is  not  completely 
covered  with  snow. 

4.  Insist  that  others  be  careful  and  comply  with  burning 
requirements. 

5.  Call  the  warden  promptly  when  fire  is  detected  and 
aid  him  to  extinguish  it.

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We  had  one  change  in  the  faculty  this  year.  Miss  Juanita 
Parsons  did  not  return  and  was  replaced  by  Mrs.  Evelyn  Norton 
who  has  taught  in  Bradford  previously.  This  means  that  we  had 
three  experienced  teachers  to  start  the  school  year.  We  have 
been  fortunate  in  getting  good  teachers  for  Bradford.  The  key 
to  a  good  school  is  good  teachers  so  we  make  every  effort  to 
secure  and  keep  successful  teachers. 

The  supply  of  teachers  continues  to  be  scarce  and  will  continue 
for  some  time  if  our  national  birthrate  continues  to  rise.  In  1953, 
we  had  the  highest  birthrate  in  the  history  of  the  nation  and  I 
understand  that  1954  will  be  even  greater.  A  few  years  ago,  we 
were  talking  about  reaching  our  school  population  peak  in  1956. 
Now,  I  am  not  sure  when  we  will  reach  the  peak. 

Our  enrollment  in  Bradford  is  decreasing  with  a  very  small 
first  grade  expected  in  September,  1955.  Our  present  fourth  grade 
which  numbered  seventeen  at  one  time,  is  now  down  to  twelve 
which  tends  to  relieve  the  pressure  somewhat  in  the  middle 
grade  room.  Thirty-two  children  in  three  grades  is  still  a  difficult 
situation  at  this  particular  age.  The  third  grade  is  a  transition 
period  and  needs  a  great  deal  of  attention  as  they  learn  to  work 
some  what  independently  of  the  teacher. 

Salaries  of  teachers  have  continued  to  go  up  during  the  past 
ten  years.  Young  people  graduating  from  the  teachers'  colleges 
are  asking  and  getting  higher  salaries  each  year.  Many  are  getting 
as  starting  salaries,  more  than  our  experienced  and  successful 
teachers.  This  means  a  general  increase  in  all  salaries  as  school 
districts  are  forced  to  pay  more  to  get  and  keep  good  teachers. 
With  no  state  aid,  the  real  estate  owner  finds  his  taxes  increasing 
each  year.  Some  time  the  realization  is  going  to  come  that  the 
property  owner  cannot  continue  to  carry  the  burden  and  that 
a  broad  base  tax  program  is  necessary. 
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The  past  year  was  a  very  successful  one.  People  are  pleasant 
and  friendly  to  me  and  I  enjoy  my  work  in  Bradford,  very  much.
